LONDON (g f — Britain’s contro­ 
versial homicide bill was signed

Does th e tail wag th e dog? May be, or may be 
It’s only an iltuslon. On th e opening day of th e 
week, th e news columns were filled with th e 
story to th e effect th at location of th e atom plant 
producing electricity at Hallam h inged to some 
degree upon approval of a new contract for elec­ 
tricity for customers in Beatrice, a new contract 
with Consumers, th e public power district wh ich 
win build th e new atom plant. Up spoke General 
Manager Ray Sch ach t to suggest th at location 
of th e plant was an engineering problem in no 
way determined by wh at th e Beatrice electric 
board does in renewing its contract. In sh ort, 
Sch ach t wanted it understood th at th e Consum­ 
ers Public Power District was not turning on th e 
kpat in negotiations for a contract. 


★ 
Th en along came anoth er version confirming 
th e original story th at th ere migh t be a ch ange 
in th e location of th e p re sse d HalJam plant. Re­ 
newal of th e Beatrice contract did make a 
difference, a district m anager claimed, so we 
were back wh ere we started, smoth ered in con- 
fusicHi. Fact is th at Con­ 
sumers h as a little less 
th an $100,000 invested in 
th e Hallam site for th e 
atomic plant. Fact is th at 
it not only h as th at sizeable amount of dough 
invested but it h as completed tests for wells 
and it h as satisfied itself th at oth er facilities 
vital to th e operation are available at th e site 
wh ich h as been th e center of all discussion up 
until now. Th e wh ole th ing forcibly brings h ome 
one point.

Th ere are too many people doing th e talking 
for th ese public power districts. 
Th at is one 
reason wh y th eir affairs seem to be so confused 
at th is time. If one man—in Consumers, Gen­ 
eral Manager Sch ach t—undertook to clear in­ 
formation for th e press both on policy and on 
progress programs, th ere would be less of th is 
business of th ree steps forward and two steps 
back—less of th is business of seeming confusion 
and at times, controversy , 


★ 


Perh aps th e answer to all of it is legislative 
action placing th e public power program in Ne­ 
braska under a single board. Th en we would 
bava a single group of officers, a single group of 
directors, an integration in operating activities 
and, we are inclined to believe, far less quarrel­ 
ing over wh o sh ould do th is 
or wh o sh ould do th at. Th ere 
is no need for individual ri­ 
valries—if individual rival­ 
ries ex ist—no need for th is 
constant 
p ub l i c airing of conflicting opinion 
such as h as been taking place in recent month s. 
Nebraska’s public power program h as been far 
more beneficial to th e state th an perh aps news­ 
paper reports would indicate. 
We h ave ch eap 
power in Nebraska, ch eaper th an in most states 
in th e Union. We h ave good service.

In spite of th at, th e news columns h ave been 
filled off and on with reports of squabbles be­ 
tween various groups ch arged with th e responsi­ 
bility of administering th e public power program.

He h as been 
consistently unfriendly to M agsay say ’s policies 
and a sh arp critic of th e United States. His cau.se 
will be enh anced or diminish ed by th e beh avior 
of th e United States in th e coming month s.

th ing above all else Prim e Min­ 
ister Harold Macmillan is acutely 
aware of as h e arrives to take 
part in th is conference th at will 
undertake to mend th e breach in 
th e partnersh ip between G r e a t 
Britain and th e United States. Th at 
is th e fate of l?is predecessor. Sir 
Anth ony Eden. 
Wh eth er justly or not, th e belief 
goes deep in England th at Eden 
was th e victim of th e evasion, th e 
procrastination and th e uncertain­ 
ties of American foreign policy . 
Th ose close to Macmillan say th at 
h e is determined not to suffer th e 
sam e fate, even if th is means th at 
tlie present conference must be 
judged a failure. 
Th e prime minister will, in oth ­ 
er words, want more th an “ assur­ 
ances” and “ assumptions” 
t h a t 
h ave left such a h eritage of con­ 
fusion and doubt in th e Middle 
E ast since Israel’s evacuation of 
Gaza and Aqaba. 
It was only little more th an a 
y ear ago th at Eden, as prime min­ 
ister, went to Wash ington for talks 
with President Eisenh ower on th e 
Middle and F ar East.

Senate Posses 25J-Page Overhaul On Federal Banking Laws

WASHINGTON (f! — The Sen­ 
ile late Thursday passed and sent 
to the House a 251-page bill over­ 
hauling and streanalining the fed­ 
eral banking laws. 


Passage of the njeasure, prob­ 
ably the largest to be considered 
by Congress this ses.sion came on 
a voice vote after it had been de­ 
bated by the Senate parts of two 
weeks. Sen. Robertson (D-Va) was 
the chief author. 


The bill, known as the Financial 
Institutions Act of 1957, was de­ 
scribed by its sponsors as ranking 
with the National Bank 
Act 
of 
1864, the Federal Reserve Act of 


191.5, and the Banking Acts of 19.53 
and 1935. 
A major purpose of the measure 
is to codify all present laws on 
hanking and federal savings and 
loan associations and to remove 
obsolete provisions. 
However, the bill also contains 
a number of important substantive 
provisions.

NWU Science Students Overcoming 
Space Satellite Viewing Obstacles 


Seemingly • fwgotten economy 
and ingenuity are helping Nebras­ 
ka Wesley an 
Univ ersity 
science 
students prepare for their part in 
the 
nation-wide 
earth 
satellite 
v iewing project that may begin as 
early as nex t J anuary . 


The economy came to play when 
they v olunteered to operate the 
v iewing station and began to look 
around for money to buy the equip­ 
ment needed. None was av ailable, 
so when people interested in the 
project agreed to contribute some 
money 
the 
students 
said 
they 
would make each dollar go as far 
as possible. 
To do that they had to call on 
their ingenuity . 
Instead of buy ing the 10 “ moon- 
ficopes” needed (moonscopes are 
soecial scopes for the v iewing) 
they bought one. Then they rede­ 
signed parts of it so they could 
manufacture the 
scopes 
in 
the 
Wesley an industrial arts labora­ 
tory . 
Cost Halv ed 
Thus each scope cost about half 
of what it would hav e normally 
cost. 
National officials of the *'Moon- 
watch” hav e said that the We.sley - 
an group is unusual because it is 
predominately 
an 
all-s t u d e n t 
group. Wesley an Professors Car­ 
roll Moore and Walter French are 
directing the project, but students 
are “ doing most oi the work,” 
they said. 
The national project is being co­
